Brutalities of the Pound. 


In today's TRIBUNE appears a letter from W. XT. Ralston, 


as president of th< Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
in reply to a cotrmumcation from Professor Van der Naillen that 
appeared last Saturday. 


Professor Van der Naillen had witnessed some brutalities of 


the pounrlinan's cog-catchers, and, besides the authorities, took to 
1.i-k the Prevention Society for not being alert as to such abuses. 


These comnvinications si-rve to bring up for consideration a 


department of the municipal government of which there is grievous 
complaint. 


Under the pr< sent plan the pound is turned over to an appointed 


official invested vith authority to take up all untagged dogs, exact 
a ransom for their return to their owners, or destroy them at so 
much per head. 
His pay is wholly a matter of fees collected in 


this way. This man employs a force of men with lassoes, and 
sends them out to capture clogs unlawfully at large. These assist- 
ants are invested with depiityships of peace officers, and therefore 
have the authority to make arrests. They are not generally a clat.s 
of men that should be intrusted with such power, and it is not seen 
where it is necessary that a dog-catcher should also have the power 
to arrest humans without warrant or clue process. 


These men a^e not restrained by any of the finer considerations 


that men should oe controlled by. They iasoo and injure dogs that 
are tagged, and not only insult women and children who may inter- 
fere in defense o' their pots, but sometimes do them bodily injury. 
So far^ there appears to have been no redress nor way to correct 
the abuse. 


Mr. Ralston refers to the San Francisco plan, where the pound

It is a surprise to be informed that such 
change has been sought by the society in Oakland and ignored by 
the City Council.

Gallagher explosion in this city as an unaccountable occurrence. The 
Gallagher explosion, Tiowc\er, had more the appearance of the \\ork 
of a fiend than the San Francisco disaster. The latter appears more 
certainly to have been a mishap rather than a crime.

It is very unfortunate hat the cause of such occurrences cannot 


be determined without Question. The deadly and sinister character 
of dynamite is acutely shown when explosions that destroy blocks 
of houses and kill numbers of people remain unexplained. Whether 
they are the work of monsters or not, they demonstrate to the 
rancorous and vengeful, to ihc man who is willing- to go any length to 
"get even" with one whom he hates, that here is an agency \\hich he 
may employ with small chance of detection. 


It is not improbable that modern aids and allies to the domestic 


economy of the household involve chemical perils and dangers of 
which proper cognizance is not taken. Dangers may lurk right in the 
home whose presence is not suspected and entire knowledge of which 
may not be known even a ter they have worked death and destruc- 
tion. The gas range, the gasolene reservoir and the many electrical 
devices often in conjunction, may be responsible for many disasters 
that are passed up as unac countable, or as murderous crimes. 


Human terrorists have: taken advantage of occurrences that re- 


sult from these conditions, and law-abiding people have thus to 
face vague dangers as well as the myriad that arc defined.

tuallfy upon such bond, and for which 
10 was to bocome liable: and further 
hat such judge refused to hear or 
lonslder tho financial responsibility of 
xny relative 01' the prisoner, or to re- 
-elve any such relative on the bond, no 
matter what amount o£ property such 
relative might possess

"1. Kach of them must be a resi- 


dent, householder or freeholder within

Justice Fitzgerald later directed 
the 


jury to return a verdict in favor of 
Levy. A great crowd gathered In the 
corridors without the courtroom and 
•everal times sought to break through 
the barriers. 
When the two women 


were removed to tho Tombs by two 
deputy sheriffs a mob of men and boys 
followed them to the gates of the Jail. 


The arrest of Susie Merrill and Mrs. 


Lynch was brought about by the four- 
teen-months- old "Kxhlblt A," for the 
testimony dlcproved the 
theory that 


i Levy la the father of the child, nnd 
i went to show that no such child was 
born to 
Ml»s 
Merrill at tho 
time 


claimed. 
Not the Father. 


Miss Merrill swore that Levy was the 


father of 
thf< child, and that it was 
born on April 6. 1907, at No. 11 'West 
Sixty-fifth street. Mrs. Lynch said she 
was present when the child was born. 
Ehe flrst testlftod that Dr. Pauldlng was 
also present, but later admitted that 
the physician dirt not arrive until an 
hour after th) birth of the child. 


Dr. Faulding swore that ho had taken 


i the word of Mrs. Lynch that the Mer- 
' rill woman had given birth to the child, 
•nd on that had signed the certificate 
.of birth. 
Subsequently, undor prod- 


ding by Mr. Osborne, pr. Pauldlng ad- 
mitted that lie might have been mis- 
taken In his dates and then gave April 
10 as the dato of the birth of the child, 
Instead of April 6. 
It was at this Juncture that Justice 
Fitzgerald called the trial to a halt. 
Take Arrest Calmly. 


The two women 
took their arrest 
very cooly and smiled and chatted as 
they were ti.ken behind the rail to 
await the deputy sheriffs. 
By her own teirtlmony Miss Merrill 


admitted that she conducted a house 
In which Harry Thaw, then known as 
"Mr. Held," had 
an apartment * In 


which he was 
visited by a 
woman 
whom she supposed to be his 
wife, 
Evelyn. It also developed that during 
the 'trial of Thaw for the murder of 
Stanford White the Merrill woman was 
under subpotna by both tho prosecu- 
tion and the defense as a -witness, but 
was not calif d to the stand. 
"It Is evident," said Justice Fltzger- 
ald In ordering tho arrests, "that there 
has been ah attempt to Impose upon 
.the court, ami It Is more than probable 
that material perjury has been commit- 
ted by the plaintiff (Merrill), one of 
witnesses (Mrs. Mary Lynch), and by 
th» last wltni.Bs (Dr. Pauldlng). I will 
commit them under the code.'
